Administration does an exceptional job at keeping costs

low. Leon County has the lowest net budget per capita

and has only six employees per 1,000 residents which ranks us second lowest in
employees per capita among all 67 counties in Florida. Those facts are good news for our
taxpayers.
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Every year | attempt to make decisions that are in the best interest of our residents and this
means decisions that will have positive impacts for decades to come. This year the BOCC
was tasked with reviewing the Transportation Trust Fund. This is the money we collect from
taxes on gas that is used to repair and maintain our road infrastructure and transportation
maintenance. We have been collecting 7 cents of the allowable 12 cents for many years.
Because we are required to share this gas tax with the City of Tallahassee it does not
cover our fransportation maintenance costs. In fact, we have been subsidizing the
transportation fund with general revenue money to the tune of $2.6 million a year which is
projected to go up to $4.2 million by 2018. By implementing the fully allowable gas tax, we
will not only decrease our dependence on subsidies for a fund that is intended to be self-
sustaining we will also be able to leverage additional state and federal dollars.

Approximately 30% of the people who use our roads are not Leon County residents and
they will be paying this tax as well.

Ultimately local government does not control the market price of gas, but we can control
our fiscal responsibility. By imposing this tax we maximize state and federal dollars and
stop using general revenue subsidies for transportation maintenance. The public hearings
are September 17 and 24.... | am listening.
